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Tobacco 


BY W. T. TRUETT 


I feel impressed to write this article 
on tobacco as I was a tobacco sales- 
man for over twelve years, selling to re- 
tail and wholesale stores, as well as con- 
sumers. I was paid a large salary, car 
furnished, all expenses on car, hotel ex- 
pense and all other necessary expense to 
go out and sell a popular brand of tobac- 
co to the stores, and advertise it to the 
public. Through newspapers, billboards, 
window trimmings, posters, samples and 
many other numerous ways we tried to 
get this brand advertised thoroughly to 
the public. 


I was so well sold on my product that 
I believed it was just what the manufac- 
turers advertised it to be. I averaged 
smoking two hundred cigarettes and a 
box of fifty cigars a week, besides the 
chews I had once in a while. I figured 
my tobacco bill was sixteen dollars a 
month, this is tobacco only. Think of it! 
One certain brand has increased several 
million dollars and billions of pounds 
since 1934 and is still increasing every 
year. The American people are selling 
their souls for a pot of gold and a puff 
of smoke and are being dubbed into be- 
lieving the malicious lies which the 
American tobacco trusts are spreading be- 
fore the people of our nation on bill- 
boards, and our respectable newspapers all 
over America allow the tobacco trusts to 
advertise the misrepresentation and mis- 
statement of the truth in order to make 
our youth believe that by smoking a cer- 
tain brand of cigarettes you will have bet- 
ter complexions, or if you want steady 
nerves, smoke a certain brand; or if you 
have a cough, it’s because you do not 
smoke a certain brand. That’s untrue and 
I want to say to the American tobacco 
trusts, all newspapers which carry ciga- 
rette advertisements, and anybody else 
who is making big money at the expense 
of the bodies and minds and souls of our 
boys and girls, you are not telling the 
truth. 


Over half of the millions of dollars 
spent in America to get people to make 
cigarettes is spent in advertising and 
broadcasting, and some of the most dis- 
gusting publicity is coming out over the 
air representing the great virtues of the 
use of tobacco and what a satisfying ra- 
dio program a certain brand has. Some 
time ago there appeared in a newspaper 
a full-page advertisement, picturing a 
beautiful mother with a cigarette in one 
hand, making statements to delude the 
girls to smoke cigarettes. What business 
does a mother have to give such advice? 
When I see a woman smoking I think of 
divorce courts, a childless home and a 
godless woman. I think of a future man, 


lungs gone, wind gone, weak heart, yel- 
low fingers and one of the crowd with- 
out a chance to compete with his superiors 
who had the courage to say “No” to a 
popular fad. 

Dr. C. L. Barber of Lansing, Mich., 
states: “Sixty per cent of all babies of 
cigarette-smoking mothers die before they 
reach the age of two, due primarily to 
nicotine poisoning. A baby born to a 
cigarette-smoking mother is sick. It is 
poisoned and may die within two weeks 
of birth.”—Homeland Messenger. 

Dr. Sinclair Bowen, prominent Wash- 
ington, D. C. physician, is quoted in the 
Evening Star in November, 1937, as fol- 
lows: “Sixty per cent of the children of 
women who smoke excessively are either 
born dead or die in their first year.” 

Another physician, one of the leading 
Washington obstectricians, if not the 
most eminent local specialist in this brace 
of medical practice, invariably refuses to 
take charge of any confinement case 
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where the prospective mother is cigarette 
addict.—The Methodist Herald. 


Dr. Stockes says tobacco is a vicious 
poison and most injurious to the human 
system. Henry Ford and Thomas A. Edi- 
son waged a war against the use of to- 
bacco and were supported by some of the 
largest employers of labor in the country. 
They realized the effect it had on the 
working class. 


Then some say, “Tobacco doesn’t hurt 
you.” David Jordan, president of Stan- 
ford University, once said, “Boys who 
smoke are like wormy apples that fall 
from the tree before they are ripe.” 


I should like to have the space to quote 
what the outstanding coaches of the 
United States have to say about the use 
of tobacco in the training of a strong 
athlete. Suffice it to say that one of the 
strict requirements is “NO TOBACCO.” 
Thousands of our prominent doctors all 
over the world, specialists in their classes, 
have written upon the detrimental influ- 
ence of cigarette smoking on boys and 
girls. The Literary Digest in 1905 came 
out strong in its stand against the use of

“Let your moderation be known,” Phil. 
4:5. This scripture by Paul, the great 
teacher, was of vital importance then 
and is now. There is no doubt that he 
had to deal with extremists just as we 
have them today. 


In this modern age the ministerial 
body, as well as the conscientious laity in 
the Church, are confronted with slack- 
ness in our Church life and practices and 
many, of course, call it keeping up with 
the times and its changes. That time 
changes is without question, but the 
teachings and tenets of the Bible are the 
same. Dispensations have changed but 
God’s Word from the beginning has 
never changed. 


Let us say here in these words, let your 
qualification be known unto all men, the 
Lord is at hand. Now we believe the Lord 
is at hand and even at the doors, in our 
generation. Often we say, “He may come 
before daylight,” and at every Assembly 
I have ever attended the words have been 
said, “If the Lord tarries.” 


Now moderation and modesty seem to 
blend so well that they cannot be sepa- 
rated. We are now in that day when some 
of our preachers are pouring out a hefty 
verbal cyclone on the short sleeves, short 
dresses, low necks and rolled stockings so 
fashionably worn by many of our 
Church women today, but I have my 
first time to hear a preacher say a word 
about our men folks in their failure to 


comply with the teachings of the Bible 
concerning modesty. I have seen men in 
the Church of God going around their 
premises where everyone could see them 
without a shirt and sometimes with noth- 
ing on their torso at all. I have also scen 
preachers so clad more than once and 
have heard of other preachers doing so 
in my rounds when in the evangelistic 
work. 

There is not much qualification or 
moderation in a Holy Ghost man, whether 
preacher or not, going around setting 
such an example before the world. From 
the standpoint of holiness it is a very poor 
pattern. I say it is the devil’s pattern, it 
surely does not belong to God. 

Again, the preacher says the women 
dress so thinly, it is often the case that 
their clothing is not shadow proof. Truth! 
But he never has noticed that woman’s 
husband’s trousers being so thin that his 
case is much the same as the wife. 

I am a man short of stature and weigh 
over two hundred pounds most of the 
time and if anyone would have a right 
to complain about hot weather, which is 
the “excuse,” I would, but I manage to 
go through the entire warm or hot season 
wearing a shirt and none the worse for 
wear. 

If we, as a Church, make an issue con- 
cerning clothing, let us have a two-sided 
issue. What is good for the woman is 
good for the man in matters of this na- 
ture.

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Healing For All 

The Lord Jesus healed, though medical 
men abounded—there were “many phy- 
sicians” (Mark 5:26). 

The Lord Jesus healed, without excep- 
tion, all who came or were brought to 
Him (Matt. 8:16). 

The Lord Jesus sometimes healed with- 
out the result being apparent at once 
(Luke 17:14). The Lord Jesus some- 
times healed gradually (John 4:49-52). 
The Lord generally healed on the spot 
instantaneously (Matt. 15:30-31). 

The Lord Jesus sometimes indicated 
healing would be in the near future 
(John 9:7). The Lord Jesus sometimes 
removed a man from his surroundings be- 
fore healing him (Mark 8:22-23). 

The Lord Jesus healed all manner of 
diseases (Matt. 4:23-24), including lun- 
acy, epilepsy, leprosy, palsy, fever, par- 
alysis, blindness, lameness, deafness, with- 
ered limbs, a sword-cut, etc. 

The Lord healed illness associated with 
devils (Luke 9:42). The Lord Jesus 
healed people at a distance without going 
to them. There is an instance of Him 
healing someone 16 miles away (John 4: 
46-53). The Lord Jesus healed by a 
touch, by others touching Him, by His 
taking people by the hand, by command, 
by a word (Matt. 8:3; Luke 8:44; Mark 
1:31; Luke 6:10; Mark 7:34, etc.). 

The Lord Jesus transmitted His power 
to others; to the twelve disciples (Luke 
9:1); to the seventy who were not 
apostles (Luke 10:1-9); to believers gen- 
erally, if they claimed the power (John 
14:12-14); to Peter’s shadow (Acts 5: 
14-15); to Paul’s handkerchief (Acts 
19:11-12). 

The Lord Jesus healed chronic cases; 
12 years (Matt. 9:20); 18 years (Luke 
13:11); 38 years (John 5:5). 

The Lord Jesus continued to transmit 
this power to others for many years after 
His ascension; 20 years after, Paul had 
this power (Acts 19:12); 26 years after, 
gifts of healing were given to ordinary 
believers (1 Cor. 12:9); 27 years after, 
the rules for healing were laid down for 
the sick (James 5:14-16); 40 years after, 
Clement, Paul’s contemporary, _ said, 
“Men received the gifts of healing.” 

Iranaeus says, 110 years after, “Men 
healed the sick by laying their hands on 
them.” Two hundred years after, Origen 
says, “Men had marvelous power in cur- 
ing, by invoking the divine name, and 
that of Jesus;” 1820 years after, Dorothea 
Trudel of Mannedorf, healed 10,000 by 
prayer, and the German government was 
compelled to recognize and license her 


hospitals. In our own day, these gifts are 
being exercised in every part of the world. 
God is restoring His lost gifts. 

All sufferers who came to Jesus were 
healed in His day. He is the same “yes- 
terday, and today and forever.” 

Healing of the body as well as the 
soul is provided for in the atonement of 
Jesus Christ, for Matthew, quoting from 
Isaiah 53, declares “Himself took our in- 
firmities and bare our sickness.” Jesus de- 
clared “These signs shall follow them 
that believe: In My name shall they cast 
out devils . . . they shall lay hands on 
the sick and they shall recover” (Mark 
16:17-18). 

If you are sick, come and get your 
portion of life and health from the 
pierced hands of Christ today.—Full Gos- 
pel Advocate. 

The Purpose of Temptation 

One main purpose of temptation is to 
reveal our real selves. It is surely better 
for the fire to show how much ore there 
is in the nugget than that the miner 
should be buoyed up by false hopes and 
quit the goldfields too soon; better for 
Gideon to know before the fight how 
large a proportion of his followers are 
craven cowards than discover it when a 
panic has broken out among them in face 
of a foe; better for us to know how much 
character we really possess than to 
awake on the shores of eternity to the 
shrinkage to almost nothing of what we 
had spent our lifetime in accumulating. 
The foundation of true nobility is self- 
knowledge. We must know that we are 
wretched, miserable, blind, and naked, 
before we shall be prepared to welcome 
the heavenly Merchantman, who visits us 
as a peddler the cottages of the poor. But 
we have little chance to know ourselves. 
The world either flatters or misunder- 
stands us; our friends shrink from the 
odium of correcting our faults; we com- 
pare our best qualities with the worst of 
other people, much to our own credit; we 
seldom care to institute a very searching 
examination into the state of our souls. 
There is probably, therefore, no way in 
which we can be led to know ourselves 
except by temptation, when Satan is al- 
lowed to winnow us and discriminate be- 
tween the chaff of self-assertion and the 
grain of genuine godliness.—F. B. Meyer. 


Think of This 
A certain daily recently had this to 
say of the radio: “The daytime radio pro- 
grams are turning in a new high in mo- 
ronic entertainment. The commercials are 
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becoming more untruthful, more windy 
each day. Ten minutes of a fifteen-min- 
ute program is devoted to expounding the 
merits of a soap, the program itself is of 
the sensational calibre of the yellowest 
journalism. If it were between the covers 
of a book it would be hidden from the 
children. Radio is badly in need of self- 
censorship. Advertising that no self- 
respecting newspaper would accept is used 
freely. Quack medicos are permitted the 
use of the air waves. Sponsors should 
realize that no matter how they dress 
them up the commercial is still a sales- 
talk and it’s poor salesmanship to weary 
a prospective customer. He revolts against 
the product.” 

To the above could be added the “ciga- 
rettes without a cough in a car load,” 
good for your throat; the “whis- 
key so smoothe that it oils the throat;” 
the many kinds of beer that flood the 
country, also the great flood of jokes, 
plays, etc. that elevate no one. 

To us, what the Christian thinks of it 
is the greatest concern. When gospel min- 
isters, Sunday School teachers and Chris- 
tians can listen to and “enjoy” these pro- 
grams by the hour, they show the stripe 
of their spirituality. 

We admit that the radio has proven a 
blessing, but it has been made a curse 
too. Brethren, you had better get along 
without the little good you get if you 
must have all the devil’s rubbish come 
into your home with it. Let us judge be- 
tween the good and bad, reject the bad, 
turn off the radio. 

It is said that there are many towns 
and cities in China that have never heard 
the gospel—cities of 200,000 population 
without a gospel preacher. What a field 
for heaven-sent workers! 


The Duty of the Church Member 


It is the duty of every member and 
adherent to defend the minister and be 
tender and loving in all their judgment 
of his doings. If a sermon is weak or dis- 
interesting, think of the sermons that 
were inspiring and great. Try to discover 
the cause for the poor sermon. Maybe 
there were thoughtless ones in the meet- 
ing, those who did not come to worship.

NEWS FROM INDIA 


/ The following are extracts from re- 
ent letters from our workers in the 
elegu field: 


Cadappa, 6 June, 1939 
My dear Sahib, 

The Lord led me to this place three 
days before. He did a blessed work here. 
There were fifteen days continuous meet- 
ings and revivals here in L. M. S. church 
and John Moses, B. A., B. Ed., trans- 
lated for me. Most of the people were ed- 
ucated—doctors, clerks, teachers, pastors, 
evangelists and some poor people too. 
About one hundred twenty daily attended 
the Bible study in the church. About 
seven days I spoke about the Holy Spirit 
and tongues. Many are inviting me to the 
surrounding places. About ten are tarry- 
ing, six of them have power and three 
speak in tongues. Some more are desiring 
to tarry. The pastor is a good man. I have 
some urgent calls to Nellore, Kanigiri and 
Ongole, so I will be going to those places 
after some time. 

Brother Abraham is staying at Nellore. 
I will meet him soon. Pray for this work. 
God must raise up some workers from 
here. It is very hot here; 9:00 a. m. to 
8:00 p. m. is unbearable here. Pray much 
for me. The rest afterwards—Yours at 
Jesus’ feet, T. S. Paradasi. 

Nellore, 3rd June, 739 

I was thinking of writing to you after 
seeing the return of Brother Paradasi 
from Cadappa. I am sorry that he did 
not yet come back. Yet I am glad to in- 
form you that I received news that he 
is conducting good meetings in Cadappa 
and many people, even Hindus, attend 
the meeting. Besides, one woman is bap- 
tized of the Holy Ghost. Glory to God 
who gives us victory through His Son 
Christ Jesus. 

Here also God blesses me in doing His 
service. God has given me the assistance 
of a young man named James and he 
translates for me from English to Telegu. 
Now we conduct a Bible Class which 
some fourteen members attend. Most of 
them are teachers. Through your prayers 
God blesses our classes. 

Last night and night before last we 
had meetings in a neighboring place. Last 
night was indeed a blessed night. Some 
people gave their hearts to our Lord and 
prayed with tears, confessing their sins. 
They have invited us to go over there 
this night too for a meeting. May God’s 
name be glorified. I am glad to inform 
you that in the last week three souls in 
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a family gave their hearts to Jesus. They 
were Roman Catholics. The man in the 
house was in agony when we reached the 
house, but glory to God, when we prayed 
God gave him cure the same moment. 
Praise the Lord. Please pray for me much. 

Here the heat is too great and even at 

5:30 p. m. it is too hot. Due to the great 
wind it is quite difficult to go out. A 
cloth is useful only for two days. Be- 
cause of the dust it becomes dirty so 
soon. 
I have not taken a house due to many 
inconveniences and due to enemies, but I 
desire and pray to get a convenient house 
as soon as possible. In spite of hunger, 
thirst and lack of clothes I did not spend 
the money you kindly sent me for hiring 
a house. It is still with me. Please pray 
for all my needs. Here the heat is in- 
sufferable. Sometimes the blood boils 
within. Glory to God, He keeps me by 
His grace. Praise His holy name. 

Here some people are ready to take 
baptism. If you can send Brother Ben- 
jamin of Madura it will be very useful. 

Pray much for the Telegu field. Our 
Lord will make it a success. Pray much 
for me. Our Lord is coming soon.—With 
prayers and best wishes I remain your lov- 
ing son in Christ Jesus, T. M. Abraham. 

NOTE: Brother T. S. Paradasi is the 
one who has opened up work for us in the 
Telegu field.

against us, then the waters had overflown 
us, the streams had gone over our soul: 
. . . then the proud waters had gone over 
our soul. Blessed be the Lord, who hath 
given us as a prey to their teeth.” Doubt- 
less great threats will go forth from the 
mouth of the dragon (the government) 
against the Laodicean woman but his at- 
tention will be turned to the remnant of 
her seed because they keep the command- 
ments of God and have the testimony of 
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Jesus Christ. 

The overcoming saints or man-child 
are those who have a high degree of 
spirituality and spiritual blessings. The 
wise virgins represent this crowd and 
they had oil in their vessels with their 
lamps. The remnant of this woman’s seed 
is represented as foolish virgins. They 
were all called virgins, all ten of them. 
The only difference is that the wise had 
oil in their vessels with their lamps. We 
see the souls of this persecuted remnant 
under the altar. Notice, they were slain 
for the Word of God and their testimony 
which they kept. Chapter 6:9. The wom- 
an, too, would receive this terrible per- 
secution if she would only come out to 
the front boldly for the Word of God and 
bring forth her testimony. 

The earth helped the woman. The word 
that earth is taken from is “ge” which 
means not only the ground but includes 
the inhabitants and the meaning is that 
the inhabitants helped the woman. Doubt- 
less, as Antichrist with his officers pour 
out great threats, the inhabitants stand 
by the woman because they are of the 
world and the Laodicean woman is so 
cold and worldly that you can hardly tell 
one from the other, therefore, they are 
hid and the rivers and floods from the 
mouths of Antichrist’s ungodly men fall 
to the earth so they go to persecuting 
something they know does exist, the rem- 
nant of her seed who are out in plain 
view and do not care who sees them. They 
actually spill their blood for their testi- 
mony.

cigarettes and said, among other things, 
“We know that thousands of boys are 
being ruined every year by the deadly 
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cigarette,” not saying a word about the 
girls, What is the stand today about 
cigarettes? 

Phillip’s Institute in Philadelphia has 
made a careful study of tuberculosis and 
consumption and their investigation has 
proven that people who smoke are more 
susceptible to tuberculosis than those who 
do not smoke. 

Cigarette smoking is a fad and a habit. 
Over two hundred and fifty thousand per 
minute; over one hundred billion per 
year, before our girls started into the 
habit. Enough money spent for tobacco 
to feed the nation and pay all the expense 
of our educational system in the grades. 
—Homeland Messenger. 

Imagine the Savior chewing an old 
dirty cud of tobacco, his teeth stained 
with its poison, calling to poor souls en- 
slaved by the ungodly filth, “Be ye holy 
even as I am holy.” Imagine our dear 
Lord puffing away at a poison-filled ciga- 
rette, offering the Samaritan woman at 
Jacob’s well, and saying, “True worship- 
pers shall worship the Father in spirit 
and in truth,” John 4:23. Paul, a fol- 
lower of Christ, said to the Corinthians, 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or drink or 
whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God.” Imagine the Apostle Paul sitting 
down at the riverside, lighting a ciga- 
rette to the glory of God, and saying, 
“Heavenly Father, bless now this smoke 
of nicotine to the nourishment of my 
body and may the strength derived there- 
from be used to thy glory. Amen.” And 
then see him turn to his congregation and 
preach, “But fornication, and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, as becometh 
saints; Neither filthiness, nor foolish 
talking, nor jesting, which are not con- 
venient: but rather giving of thanks. For 
this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor 
unclean person, nor covetous man, who 
is an idolator, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Christ and of God,” Eph. 5: 
3-5. 

Oh yes, but I hear the Christian pro- 
fessor, tobacco advocator say, “The Bible 
doesn’t say it is a sin.” No, and the Bible 
doesn’t happen to say not to eat rat tail 
stew, cricket salad, nor swill cocktail, but 
because of its uncleanness we would not 
be long in making our choice in the 
negative. The Bible doesn’t happen to say 
not to eat arsenic, morphine, laudanum 
and strychnine, why don’t you help your- 
self? Because you know better. Yet they 
will advocate ‘no harm in tobacco,” 
when upon analysis we find nicotine is 
not the only poisonous element in tobac- 
co, but there is; namely, prussic acid 
(used in manufacturing of military poi- 
son gas); ammonia (a colorless gas 
that destroys the mucus mem- 


brane); carbolic acid (a corrosive 
poison); acroline (a poison with a 
violent action on the eyes); carbon 
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monoxide (a poison gas); formaldehyde; 
methylene and many other less known 
poisons in tobacco, 

Tobacco is an unnecessary habit, its use 
is strictly to satisfy the lusting desire of 
the flesh. What does the Bible say con- 
cerning the lust of the flesh? Read 1 Pet. 
2:11, “Abstain from filthy lusts, which 
war against the soul.” Gal. 5:24, “And 
they that are Christ’s have crucified the 
flesh with the affections and lusts.” 1 
Cor. 3:17, “If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy which temple ye 
(Christians) are.” 

Again I hear the tobacco-sanction 
Christian say in defense of himself, ‘The 
Bible says, ‘Not that which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man. but that which 
cometh out of the mouth, this defileth a 
man, Matt. 15:11.” All right, tobacco 
chewer, why that brown stream down 
your chin? Doesn’t that come out? Ciga- 
rette smoker, why do you fill the air with 
that odorous poison? That good, tasty, 
nourishing tobacco weed, why don’t you 
swallow it? Only one answer—It is harm- 
ful and unclean. ‘Therefore, the Bible 
condemns its usage by man. And yet, 
so-called ministers of the gospel of right- 
eousness cry, TOBACCO, NO HARM! 
NO HARM! God said, ““Woe unto them 
that call evil good, and good evil,” Isa. 
5:20. 

I hear a reluctantly, submitting voice 
excuse itself by saying, “Oh well, tobac- 
co isn’t the only sin the Bible condemns” 
(admitting after all its sinfulness). No 
indeed, sad, but true there are plenty of 
other sins and filth that the human soul 
is indulging in that the Bible firmly con- 
demns. But one sin does not excuse an- 
other, therefore, Christian professor, be- 
ware of the tobacco weed. 

There is a certain class of so-called 
preachers going around from house to 
house trying to get prayer meetings in 
Church of God members’ homes, claiming 
they are Pentecost, and they use the to- 
bacco weed and say we are narrow. Yes, 
we are narrow all right. We are so narrow 
they can’t stand to-walk with us in this 
narrow way. 

One certain party visited my church 
and a number of people (strangers to me) 
said he was a wonderful preacher. I let 
him preach and as soon as he started I 
could tell the way he held his mouth he 
was a tobacco chewer, and before he got 
through he tried to preach Jesus only. I 
began to pray and he got so he could not 
remember the words he intended to say. 
Finally he sat down. (Pastors, beware of 
them that come in sheep clothing. With- 
in they are ravening wolves.) I had the 
opportunity to preach. This man was sit- 
ting in the rear of the church and I 
brought in some points against tobacco, 
then he started out trying to scatter the 
flock, but God was with us and gave us 
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more souls. We need to be established and 
unmovable, not carried about with every 
wind of doctrine. Stick to the Church of 
God and its teaching and you will reap 
rewards abundantly. 

Some say they can’t quit tobacco; they 
get sick and almost die. Well, I would 
rather die trusting God than die not 
trusting Him. Shortly after I got con- 
verted I did not know it was wrong to 
use tobacco. On the way home from 
church I stopped in a drug store and 
bought a package of cigarettes. Some of 
the Christians saw me and one said to my 
wife, “Don’t say anything, but he will be 
condemned on his tobacco.” By the time 
I smoked half of the package I felt like 
I had backslid. I went to the altar and 
pleaded to God to show me what was 
wrong. On the way home another night I 
started to fill up my pipe and something 
said, “Don’t use that.” I walked a few 
steps thinking it over and wondered why 


that voice spoke to me like that, so I 
started to fill up again and the voice 
spoke again, “Don’t smoke that!” I 


looked back and saw some church folks 
coming. I waited for them and when they 
came up I asked them if it was wrong to 
use tobacco. They said, ““You have been 
condemned.” I went on home and still 
hesitated to fill my pipe. That night I 
kneeled down and talked to God. Next 
morning I got up, had breakfast and 
started for my pipe and the same voice 
seemed to say, “Don’t touch that.” I had 
one pipe full of tobacco left and another 
voice said, “Smoke that pipe full and then 
quit.” I started towards my pipe and 
tobacco (which were lying on the table) 
and a sweeter voice seemed to speak, 
“Don’t touch that.” I stopped and 
thought, “I wonder if that is the Lord” 
and I felt His presence. I looked at the 
pipe and tobacco and told my wife I be- 
lieved I would quit tobacco. She said, “I 
thought you would do that next.” (I 
thought she was making mock of me for 
getting too religious.) I looked at the to- 
bacco again and turned around and said, 
“T’ll die before I ever use another bit of 
it,” and suddenly the crave of tobacco 
left me and I have not had another taste 
of it in my mouth since. How much bet- 
ter I feel, I can not explain, but oh, how 
God did bless me after that. It lasted for 
weeks and weeks, so the more we give up 
to God the more victory we have. May 
God help you, is my prayer for all who 
may be enslaved to the tobacco weed. I 
hope this has been a blessing to you and 
will help you to overcome the habit of 
tobacco.
